Furore over Case Is Con- 
demned by Ail Sides as 
Against School's Interest 

:\ limited state special certificate in 
German and nni?ic was conceded to 
Hans Von Holwede, Antioch Town- 
ship lligli '-ciionl tea-rher l)y the slate 
examining hoard in a two-!unir session 
al Springfield last Thursday. .A spec- 
ial certificate enables an instructor to 
teach only the subject for which the 
certificate is given, and is granted in 
ca>es where a person desiring to teach 
lacks ade(|uate general ()ualifica lions. 
Vou Holwede had been re-lii;ed by 
the Antioch High school April 2,1 
[over the prote^l> of a number of tax- 
j payers who I'elt that hi«i services lo 
jibe .-chool were not 'iUificieiu lo cum- 
jpensatc for hi- previous ycitrly salary 
(»1 ?2.325 from ilie high school {he re- 
ceives an addiiicmal salary of ?4?h a 
jyear from the grade -chonl) and hi- 
use of school ronnis and facilities in 
giving private le-sou'-. Hi- salary from 
the high -cliixil wa?. however, reduced 
to ?2.(JU0 for the coming year. Thai 
from the grade school rem.'iined un- 
changed. 

\'(tn llolwede's large salary was cnie 
of the points of criticism on the part 
c>i those w!io were oppn-ed \n his be- 
jing re-hired, and who declared tiial it 
(Was "out of line" in comparison with 
; those of other teachers who are called 
'on for far more teaching time and les- 
j son preparation, and have made coiir 
; >icU'rably more expensive invesllnent^ 
in education and training. His salary 
was the largest, with one excqiiion. 
p:ii<| to any teacher at the school. Tbe 
other salary was, however, paiti partly 
by the state, so that the enlirie ex- 
pense does not 'fall on the local district. 
A considerable amount <u' "politics" 
wa> brought into the case from start 
to finish, and not always Avith regard 
to the better interests of pupils or the 
j school, according to testimony of 
JauKs McMillen, influential mendier of 
the high school hoard who was pre.-ent 
al the hearing. 

C. H. Kngle, secretary of the state 
i examining board, hedged the hoard's 
grauting of a si»ecial certificate to Von 
Holwede with the statement that since 
, the University of Illinois' office of high 
school visitors had not challenged tilie 
evaluation Von HoKvede himself had 
.set on credit- he had earned at a Ger- 
man senn'nary (corresponding to an 
■American academy or high school), the 
[examining board did not want to make 
a retroactive ruling. 

I During the hearing, which a num- 
ber of .Antioch people attended, \V. C. 
I I'elly, Lake county superintendent of 
schools, was accused of negligence in 
overlooking the fact that Von Holwede 
wiis permitted to teach for seven years 
without (jualifying for a certiticale of 
any kind, and of blocking efforts to 
have Von Holwede meet retpiircnients. 
It has been conceded by all parties 
that Von HuKvedc, regardless of what- 
ever qualifications be may or may not 
possess, is personally popular with stu- 
dents ami i)atrons of the school, as well 
as disinterested parties. Not-withstand- 
ing, it i.-, pointed out by persons inter- 
ested i^ maintaining high standards of 
education in the schools, personality 
alone does not make for a (|nalified 
teacher. HotOi opponents and propon- 
ents of Von Holwede have stated -that 
it is regrettable that elements of per- 
sonal friendship or animosity should 
liave been brought in, and pressure* 
brought to bear, on what was begun 
as a routine search by the local school 
board into the tiualifications of the only 
teacher in the -high school whose cred- 
its were not available and on file at 
the scliool for examination.

In his recent annonncement. Secre- 
tary of .■\gTicuIiure Claude R. Wick- 
ard says, "Poultry producers need to 
feed for more egg production from 
present flocks. \\ will, we feel. , be 
profitaihle to i!o >o. I'eed sui)plies are 
plentiful. We are going to release 
loan corn at the loan rate plus carr\'- 
ing charges. We are going to support 
egg prices at a long term average of 
22 cents, Chicago basis. There is 
every reason to feed from now on for 
heavy eg^g production. 

"I h.ve every confidence that farm 
men — and farnj women, too. will step 
up feeding for egg production now." 

According to our local Purina deal- 
er, the Antioch Milling company, it 
will be necessary for local flock own- 
ers lo start as many chicks as ihey can 
this spring and summer if they are lo 
fill their houses to capaciiy in the fall. 
Me says these chicks should be given 
a good start tlfrongh proper feeding. 
sanitation and care, and then kept 
growing rapidly throughoul the sum- 
mer on a high quality growing mash 
so they will attain a large size by the 
time they are ready to go in the laying 
h ousts. 

He also points out that flock own- 
ers will need to feed present laying 
hens heavily this spring and suimner 
to get every possible egg from them. 
He says thai despite the more or less 
general opinion that a hen will not lay 
heavily during the summer because of 
ihe heat, it has been found thai with 
proper care and feeding, high egg jjro- 
duclion is possible during tiie suimner 
months.

In Effect July 1 



Reduction from 3c to 2c 

Will Save Consumers 

$32,500,000 a Year 



Chicago. III., June 23— Retailers 
throughout Illinois were today settinjr 
the wheels in motion to give the con- 
sumer public full benefit from Gover- 
nor Dwiglrt J-L Green's ?32:5OO,00O an- 
nual sales tax reduction, it was an- 
nounced by the Illinois Federation of 
Retail .*\ssociations. FITective July I, 
I llinois iwill go to a 2 per cent retailers' 
occupation tax from the present 3 per 
cent level, which has been in elTect 
since July 1, 1935. 

In formulating tbe biennial budget 
for 1941-43, the Illinois Department of 
Finance estimated revenues from this 
tax at ?195,000,OUO at the 3 per cent 
level, or at ?130,(KH),(;00 al the 2 per 
cent level. The ililTerential of ^liS,- 
(M);),(K!0 will ,be saved lo Illinois con- 
sumers in t'he next t-wo years, and in 
Illinois, thus stimulaiting business and, 
increasing emidoynieni and payrolls. 

Illinois consumers, under the new 
bracket, will pay a Ic added charge on 
a 65c purchase, ins-tead of 2c as for- 
merly; on a purchase of $1.50 it will 
be 3c, compared to 5c; and on a ?2.I7 
luirchased it will be 4c, as against 7c. 
Staled another way, an added charge 
of lOc will cover purchases up to $5.24» 
as against ?3.49 under ;thc 3 per cent 
rate. 

Illinois retailers point out that they 
have sustained substantial losses dur- 
ing the cigbt years the retailers' occu- 
pation tajt has been In effect, because 
of ihtir inability to recover, in turn, 
the full amount of tax paid by them. 
Such recoveries, it is reported, ranged 
from fiU lo 9b per cent of the lax paid.

Politically we have been following a parallel 
path... We too have been chasing rainbows of unreasoned 
reform surrounded by burgeoning bureaucracy, skyrocket- 
ing debt, and crumbling initiative. 

The world owes no one a living. The impact of 
realism, not Hitler, destroyed France. There is no se- 
curity except that attained by constant labor. This is not 
theory. It is a basic law which will ultimately decide our 
future individually and as a nation, as it did that of 

""po'r long years we have acted on the belief that by 
arbitrarily shortening hours of work, penalizing ambition 
and profit, and curt:iiling productive enterprise, we could, 
somehow, someday, lose ourselves in the distant blue 
haze of collective security. We have been gyratmg m a 
vicious, futile circle, labor against capital, pohtician 
against business man. community agamst community, 
with professional "reformers" standing in the center of 
the circle like circus ringmasters cracking the whip of dis- 
coment. Witness tlie sitdov^'n strike, the provocative, 
business-bniting extremist generalizing on scattered abuses 
by industry, the p.ithetic picture of thousands of com- 
munities and millions of individuals vying for "free pub- 
lic money-each striving to get a share of the loo . 
Meanwhile the voters h.ivc had a curiously detached feel- 
ing toward annual government deficits running into 

.billions of dollars. _ 

These are the things that destroy nations, and make 



rich pasturage for fifth columnists. They deejoyed 
France. If we go back to work now a "f^ion of free 
men under a system of free enterprise, they wiU not 
destroy us— we will not be caught "out to lunch.

These statemems arc totally umrue. As this war 
has demonstrated repeatedly, there is a vast difference 
between nights for distance records, with every pound 
of the plane's carrying capacity devoted to its fuel load, 
and round trip attack carrying bombs. German attacks 
on England, it will be remembered, did not become eer- 
ious until the channel ports were seized. 

The Germans, American aviation authorities say, 
have one type of plane that could fly from Germany to 
New York. It might carry a ten pound bomb. It could 
not get home after it dropped it. There is, of course, the 
physical possibility of attack from an airplane carrier 
making a hit and run voyage into American waters. 
There is the same chance for an American earner to 
launch such an attack on Germany. The Germans would 
be as fooUsh to attack us as we would be to attack them 
in such circumstances, because it would mean the almost 
inevitable loss of the carrier for no military advantage. 

The British people and the British publications, while 
they have frequently voiced their hope that the United 
States will join them in the war. have exhibited wise 
self-restraint about urging us to do so. An attempt to 
reverse those tactics, and particulariy one based on the 
scare prop.iganda already tried by our own war mongers 
and thoroughly discredited, cannot fail to hurt Bntam 
more than it helps her.

When the "old World's Kair"— the 
Cohmibian Exposition of 189.1 and' the 
granddaddy of all World's I'airs— was 
in full swing, water from the famous 
Waukesha. Wis,, mineral spring was 
pil)ed all the way from Waukesha to 
Jackson Park in Chicago in closed 
wooden coufluits, and sold there at 10 
cents a glass. 

Merc and there along the course of 
the pipe line, which was under ground, 
were ornamental carbide lights. 

The pijie line passed tbrougli Anti- 
och, right along Main s'treet, and one 
of the ornauieutal lights stood in front 
of Judge Thomas Wilton's opera 
bouse, at the corner of Lake street, on 
the corner now occupied by the Na- 
tional IJank building.

We are 
thirsty and long for a drink of the 
health giving beverage that Mows all 
the way from liig llend. Wis." 

An editorial reveals that the Colum- 
bian ICxposition, as well as the Cen- 
tury of I'rogrcss had its adverse crit- 
ics — 

"It is unfortunate for Chicago that 
-<t many malicious-minded people arc 
just now attracted to that city. It is 
again unfortunate for her that there 
are so many nuwspaper men in the 
liiast ready lo publish all evil rqiorts 
that they hear about the Talr with- 
out first taking the time to invcs- 
logate their source. Some self ap- 
pointed critic, whose chief stock 
in trade is liis conceit and unreas- 
oning ignorancu, vi-its the I'air for 
a day or two and is then ' prepared, 
he thinks, to "write it up." The result 
is a scatlnng article in some eastern 
paper on the 'defects' of the Exposi- 
tion. 

Blasts Critics 

"A visit of one or two days, or even 
one or two weeks siient in sightseeing 
at the I'air is entirely too short a time 
in which to form anything like a cor- 
net iilea of it. In justice to the peo- 
ple who have lal)orerl night and day to 
prepare this gran<i spectacle f<n- your 
edification do not criticize it for de- 
fects that certainly do not exist at 
Jackson park and can only he found 
to exist in the diseased imagination of 
some evil minded person. Visit the 
I'air. -ee the magtiificeut panorama 
spread there before your view, and 
then return home ami sa\' a gooil word 
for it to your neighbors, for in justice 
yon can ^ay nothing else."

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THE labor unions have made their demands 
upon the railways <Df the United States — and 
through the railways upon the PUBLIC. These 
demands are vastly larger in proportion than any 
they have ever made. The economical and efficient 
operation of the railways is vital to the nation's 
defense effort. Therefore, the Western Railways 
present to the public the following facts: 

The labor unions representing engineers, fire- 
men, conductors, brakemen and switchmen are 
demanding a 30 per cent increase in wacj :«, 
amounting to 190 million dollars a year — 
although their present rates of pay are the 
highest in history. 

Other unions representing a greater number 
of railway employees ore demanding wage 
increases ranging as high as 95 per cent- 
averaging 47 per cent— and amounting to 580 
million dollars a year— although their present 
rates of pay also are the highest in history. 

Thus the wage increases being demanded by 
the labor unions amount to 770 million dollars 
a year, on average increase in excess of 
41 per cent. 



In addition, certain of these labor unions have 
demanded advances in their pay not included 
in the above figures, and more rules for the 
creation of unnecessary jobs. 

The situation, then, is this: The total cost of 
complying with all the demands made would 
be approximately 900 million dollars a year! 

The average weekly earnings of railway employees 
are now 15 per cent higher than in the peak year 
1929/ while the cost of living is 12 per cent less. 

The demands of the railway labor unions are being 
made when the entire nation has just been asked 
to make a supreme effort for National Defense. 

The railways cannot meet these demands without 
a great increase in the cost of transportation. They 
exceed by more than 700 million dollars the in- 
come that the railways had left after paying their 
annual expenses, taxes and charges in 1940. 

The railways have a vitally important job before 
them.

-^'* CHURCH 



" rS???ilT^^^ Corinthians 3:M5. 
^^^^^ TEXT-For other foundation 
can no man lay ilian Ihat Is laid, which Is 
.JC3US Christ;-! Corinthians 3:11. 

Corinth in the time of Paul was a 
groat city, as renowned for its com- 
merce and culture as it was notorl- 
;0iJ3 for its vice and licentiousness. 
.Here on hjs second missionary jour- 
ney, Paul, with Silas and Timothy,' 
■?P'^"' 18 months winning many to 
Christ, in spite of the hostility of the 
Jews and the opposition of wiciied 
men. 

The church established in Corinth 
became the victim of a factional 
■spirit which divided the loyalty of 
the people, hindering spiritual 
growth, destroying discipline, and 
resulting in low standards of life. 

Paul found it necessary to write to 
the church regarding its difliculties, 
and we may well learn salutary les- 
sons from his epistle. 

I. A Lesson in Spirituality (vv. 

The further a man drifts from his 
place of spiritual power and useful- 
ness, the more apt he is to try to 
Keep up a "front," to take up any 
possible means of justification. The 
Coruithian church was divided into 
four groups, each one priding itself 
on being right. There was "a Paul- 
ine party, overzealousfor the founder 
of the church; an Apollonian party, 
bewitched by the oratory of Apollos; 
a Petrine party, which, claiming 
Peter as authority, was bent on mix- 
ing Jewish ideas with Christianity; 
and a Christ party, which, in antag- 
onizing other elements, became it- 
aelf a faction" (Moore). (See I Cor. 
1:11-13.) All this activity was cover- 
ing up the fact that they were hav- 
ing. 

1. Milk Instead of Meal (vv. 1, 
2). In other words lliey wore spir- 
itual babes when they should have 
been grown-ups. Milk is a marvelous 
food, but tlicre is need of stronger 
food for virile men and women. 

How true it is that many ministers 
must spoon-feed or bottle-feed a lot 
of spiritual babes who should long 
since have grown up to the place 
where ihoy can feed themselves and 
help others. 

2. Strife Instead of Stability (vv. 

3, 4). God docs not want Chris- 
tians to be like other men. When 
will wc learn tliat lesson? One of 
the sure ways to stifle spiritual 
growth in a cliurch or in an individ- 
ual life is to engage in strife. Let 
us heed Paul's admonition and put 
away our bickerings, tiint we niav 
become strong in the Lord. 

II. A Lesson on Service (vv. 5-15). 

Here is helpful instruction to 
the minister regarding his calling. 
Bretlircn, let us judge ourselves in 
the light of it lest we hinder God's 
work by having the wrong attitude 
or encourage our people to think 
carelessly on this important subject. 

1. The Minister (vv. 5-9). Tliere 
is no higher or holier calling than 
that to the ministry. We should not 
forget that, and will not, but will 
rather glorify the calling, when we 
realize that "minister" (v. 5) means 
"servaht," "attendant," or "wait- 
er." So Paul and Apollos, men of 
highest onice and highest gifts, were 
God's waiters, to brhig forth the. 
bread of life; His servants, to plant 
and cultivate His field; and His 
builders, laboring on His building. 
Ministers are only instruments in 
God's hands, but they should be 
clean, well-prepared, and submis- 
sive instruments in His hands. 

2. The Manner (v. 10). The ser- 
vant of God must J^ke heed how he 
builds. If, like Paul, he has the 
privilege of laying the foundation, he 
must be careful that it is the true 
foundation and is properly laid. He 
who builds must also be careful that 
every stone he lays is fitly placed 
and well-chosen. 

3. The Materials (vv. 11, 12). 
How important it is that the materi- 
als of a building be right. If that be 
true of a physical building, it is a 
thousand times more important in 
God's building. 

First of all there is only one foun- 
dation which the true minister can 
lay— Jesus Christ. It is the only 
foundation upon which anyone can 
build a lasting life structure for time 
and for eternity. 

But there are otlior materials in 
the building which need to be chosen 
with care. It will not do for the 
minister to substitute the wood, hay, 
and stubble of his wisdom or the 
philosophy of men for the gold, sil- 
ver, and precious stones of God's 
Word, Terrifying shame and loss is 
all that can result from .such folly, 
for remember there is a day of judg- 
ment coming. 

4. The Manifestation (vv, 13-15). 
Flaming fire will one day reveal how 
we have built. The "wood-hay-and- 
stubble" preacher or teacher of 
God's Word may himself be saved, 
but, oh, the tragedy of coming into 
God's presence after years of serv- 
ice like a man wiio has escaped from 
a burning building empty-handed; 
saved from tlie fire himself, but 
ashamed that he has so built/as to 
suffer loss. /
